INDEX TO REFERENCE LISTS, 1915 


In this issue is the annual index to Refer- 
ence Lists published during 1915 by Libraries. 
All live subjects have been “‘bibliographied”’ 
or ‘‘Reading-listed”’ by one or more libraries, 
and as these lists may usually be had for 
a stamp, this index should help many libra- 
ries in their service to students. We pub- 
lished as a pamphlet (32 p. 25 c.) this Index 
cumulated from October, 1901, to Dec., 
1906, and the annual Indexes from 1907 to 
1914 may still be had by the purchase of 
the eight back numbers of this Bulletin in 
which they were issued. 


AMERICAN POPULAR MAGAZINES 

We publish in this issue the first install- 
ment of a valuable bibliography of American 
Popular Magazines. It will cover, to quote 
from the contents: Scope and Influence, 
Criticism and Comment, Writing for Maga- 
zines, Work of the Editor, Contributions, 
Business Side of Magazines, Magazine 
Making, Use of Magazines in Schools, History 
of Magazines, — general, sectional, chil- 
dren’s, — with biographical sketches of 
editors. We republish this on February first 
as Bulletin of Bibliography Pamphlet no. 23, 
and it will be sent on receipt of 25 c. to any 
address. 


OUR FRONTISPIECE 
In this issue we present a portrait of Mr. 


Henry M. Utley, Librarian Emeritus of the 
Detroit Public Library. From shortly after 


being graduated from the University of 
Michigan until 1881 he was in newspaper 
work, being for many years city editor of 
the Post-Tribune. From 1881-1885 he was 
secretary of the Detroit Board of Education, 
and this led, in 1885, to his election as city 
librarian. Until he became librarian emeri- 
tus in 1913 Mr. Utley was actively engaged 
in developing this large public library, and 
became widely known in library circles 
throughout the country. In 1895 he was 
president of the American Library Associa- 
tion, and has been a member since 1885. 
A genial gentleman of the old type so rare 
these days, we rejoice, as do all his friends, 
in his acquaintance, and wish him much 
joy in this his well earned leisure. 


A NOTABLE NEW BOOK 

The Boston Book Company has just 
published a translation of the earliest 
abridgment of the law. Statham’s Abridg- 
ment was printed about 1470, and was the 
earliest attempt to methodize the law. For 
the greater part of four hundred years it 
has been an integral part of the scholar’s 
equipment, yet no translation has until now 
been available. 

The translation just published is made 
up in two volumes, and comprises over 
thirteen hundred quarto pages, beautifully 
printed, with marginal annotations. 

It is a source book which the larger city 
and university libraries will wish to possess. 
It throws new light on early English history 
and customs. 

The cases cited many of them have a 
vital effect upon our law to-day.

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MAGAZINE NOTES 

Harper's Weekly is still ‘ta journal of civilization” 
even though it takes on new shapes and sizes with all 
too frequent regularity. Jan. 1, 1916, the first issue of 
volume 62 isan inch wider and over an inch shorter than 
its immediate predecessor, and makes the fifth change 
in size since 1908. Thistime it is made at the beginning 
of the volume, and Mr. Hapgood quotes thus: — 

“Our true intent is all for your delight. If we 
offend No, we are not offended, the new 
shape is quite the most sensible so far. 


Popular Science Monthly, Scientific Monthly. In 
the October Bulletin of Bibliography we tried to make 
clear what had been announced as to happen to the 
old Popular Science Monthly. Another note is 
needed now the changes are really made. It is in 
three chapters. 


Chapter I. Popular Science Monthly Speaks 


World's Advance, vol. 31, no. 3, is September, 1915; 
continued as Popular Science Monthly, vol. 87, no. 4, 
October, 1915. The publisher writes us: “I would 
suggest that in binding copies of our magazine, they 
goin with the old World's Advance, but that the volume 
end with December. In reply to your ques- 
tion regarding a title-page and index, we have found 
that the immense number of articles and their varied 
nature will hardly lend themselves to the making of an 
index, {Italics ours] I do not anticipate therefore, 
that we shall issue an index this year.’’ What, in 
heaven’s name, is in need of an index more than a 
magazine such as this publisher describes above! 


Chapter II. Scientific Monthly Speaks 


Scientific Monthly. Popular Science Monthly, 
September, 1915, is vol. 87, no. 3. Scientific Monthly, 
its successor, is vol. 1, no. 1, October, 1915. The 
publisher writes us: ‘‘We shall print in December 
a title and index for July, August and September 
issues of Popular Science Monthly and October, 
November, December issues of the Scientific Monthly, 
and the contents [of these six numbers] will be in- 
dexed together. A new volume of Scientific Monthly 
will begin in January, 1916. We hope libraries will 
maintain a set continuously, the Sctentific Monthly 
being, on the editorial side, the natural successor of 
the Popular Science Monthly.” 


Chapter III. Bibliographical 
[This will be published later and contain a list of 
librarians and book-binders who have gone to Battle 
Creek to recuperate, and will have pictures showing 
how the above volumes have been bound and labelled 
by those subscribers who have survived.] 








Kindergarten-Primary Magazine. Here is a new 
way to puzzle the magazine reader. February, 1915, 
has Primary Magazine on the cover, while March and 
April are Kindergarten Magazine, then May is 
Primary Magazine again. June and later issues 
are called Kindergarten Magazine. Of course, 
inside all is serene — Kindergarten-Primary Magazine 
at top of every page. It takes special training to be 
a Kindergartner. 


Art and Progress, from the February, 1915, issue to 
and including August, has a small half-tone picture 
attached by its top edge to its cover. We are glad 
this practice has been discontinued, as these semi- 
loose pictures are called for in the contents and are 
so easily removed — with or without intent — as to 
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render such issues imperfect for binding. Paste ’em 
down, and then bind all these covers at the end of 
your volume. (Will the Publisher of Birds and 
Nature please take notice? Birds take wing more 
easily than architecture and sculpture.) 


Horseless Age. In October we printed a letter 
from this periodical to a librarian stating that no 
index would in future be printed, but that on receipt 
of $1.00 one could be typewritten. Here is Chapter 
II:—A letter written by the same periodical to a 
librarian in another city who, seeing the first letter 
as printed, wrote that he would not subscribe as 
he had intended unless title and index to each volume 
was included in the subscription. 

Dear Sir: In reply to your letter of October 
18th, we would say that an index for six 
months is included with a subscription to 
the Horseless Age, making two indices for 
the year.

I laid it over during the summer months, May being 
the last number published, and I have yet to make 
up my mind whether I shall continue it as a Monthly 
or as a Quarterly, or as to exactly when I shall under- 
take it. I shall not give it up, for the magazine is 
indispensable for the work I want to do and intend 
to do. For the moment, however, the magazine 
is not appearing.” 


“Old Northwest’’ Genealogical Quarterly, which we 
thought dead with the Jan.—April, 1911, issue, begins 
to revive and has recently (in November, 1915) 
—— numbers up to and including July—October, 
1912. 


Economic Review, London, has suspended since 
the end of 1914. 


New York Teachers’ Monographs, quarterly, octavo 
up to vol. 15, no. 2, June, 1913, became quarto in 
size and changed its name to Teachers’ Monographs, 
with the issue of October, 1913, vol. 16, no. 1, and is 
since that date published monthly except June, July, 
August and September. 


The last issue was April- 
Its editor, Mr. W. T. Price 


School and Home Education became quarto in size 
with September, 1915, vol. 35, no. 1, and $2.00 yearly 
20 cents a number, instead of $1.25 and 15 cents. 

We desire to record here the pleasant facts that each 
of the above periodicals began a new volume when the 
change was made, although in the case of the former 
it necessitated the making a two-number volume to 
do it. 


Papers, Bibliographical Society of America. Vol. 9, 
covering 1915, is now complete and this society is 
again up to date on its publications, and has appar- 
ently taken a new lease of life. Libraries that were 
afraid to pay their dues for fear of losing their money, 
please take notice.

International Military Digest, quarterly, vol. 1, 
no. 1, September, 1915, has appeared. The first 
issue covers 226 pages, double column, and not only 
indexes the articles in 38 distinctively military periodi- 
cals, both in English and foreign languages, but 
includes also references to any writings of a military 
nature in 22 other periodicals of England and America. 

It is, as its name implies, more than an index, it 
gives a digest or synopsis of the articles referred to, 
and, being edited at West Point, N. Y., should be 
authentic. It is a “quarterly review of the current 
literature of Military Science,” cumulated quarterly 
from the monthly issues of the International Military 
Digest. $3.00 a year, or with monthly issues, $5.00.

HUNT, CLARA W. What Shall We Read to the 
Children? 


Miss Hunt, who is director of the Children’s depart- 
ment in Brooklyn’s system of libraries, has here told 
most convincingly how children’s reading should be 
guided by parents, teachers and librarians to produce 
the manly boy and the truly womanly girl. She 
warns of the bad and indifferently good stories and 
sympathetically, with the hand of an authority in 
this work, guides to the best in all branches of reading. 
The whole field is covered — poetry, nature books, | 
fairy tales, bible stories, travel and history stories, 
books on games and occupations. There is a list 
of books from which to buy for the nursery bookshelf, 
and a list for children over seven.

I. THE WORK OF THE NEW JERSEY PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMISSION 
By Edna B. Pratt, Organizer 


Not long ago the State House post boy 
said, when gathering the mail from the 
office of the New Jersey Public Library 
Commission, ‘This office gets and séfids 
out more mail than any other department 
in the State House.’”’ This was to him a 
complaint and probably an overstatement 
made at the end of a taxing day, but to the 
Commission workers it was a recognition, 
acceptable even from so obscure a source, 
of the results of fifteen years labor. There 
is no part of the Commission work which 
the staff approaches with greater zest than 
the opening of the daily mail. It brings them 
into daily intercourse with many friends, 
acquaintances and _ strangers, represent- 
ing the state’s varied population. People 
living along the shores in progressive resort 
towns, exclusive colonies, or fishing villages; 
dwellers in suburbs fashionable and other- 
wise; people in towns dating back to the 
earliest days of New Jersey colonization; 
those in cities, towns, villages, and rural 
communities; the rich and the poor; the 
educated and the illiterate; the college and 
the school; the worker striving to get after 
working hours the education denied him in 
earlier years; the foreigner seeking knowl- 
edge of this country or the literature of his 
own; those pursuing courses of special 
study; people interested in improving the 
condition of the unfortunate dwellers in the 
northern hills or the southern pines; state 
institutions and public libraries. 

One wants an interpretation of some phase 
of the law, one asks when the last Alabama 
claim was paid, another wants to know the 
meaning of the black in the German flag, 
someone asks if Carnegie’s name must 
appear on each library he gives, another asks 
how a town can get a Carnegie building, 
one wants the Commission to recommend a 
librarian, again, a librarian wants a position, 
a farmer wants the last book on co-operative 


buying and the laws of all the states relating 
to it, and a schoolboy must have the life 
of Browning by Saturday evening. A 
mother wants a book on the care of children 
and a study club wants everything published 
on South America, a foreign boy studying 
chemistry at night wants a book on chemis- 
try in the original French which costs forty 
dollars, plumbers and carpenters want books 
on their trades, the librarian of a traveling 
library wants to know whether she can 
exchange five or six books of fiction for 
books on cooking because the girls of her 
village have entered a cooking contest and 
they must have books to ai’ them, a city 
father asks whether it is legal for the town 
to give financial aid to a public library not 
under municipal control, a board of library 
trustees wants to know the percentage of the 
book fund spent for fiction in the libraries 
of the state, a librarian wants to know how 
to start a branch library, a school teacher 
wants the specific reasons why her purchase 
list of books was not approved, a commercial 
house wants a list of all the librarians in 
the state, and a western college wants the 
last number of the New Jersey Library 
Bulletin. 

“Will you come to our board meeting 
to-morrow afternoon?” ‘Will you conduct 
a story hour for us next week?” ‘Will you 
meet with our library trustees and the board 
of education to plan the consolidation of our 
libraries?” ‘‘When will you talk to our 
library staff?” ‘‘Will you speak next March 
before our Woman’s Club on the Best Books 
for All?’’ ‘‘Will you come tell our teachers 
how to use the school library?” ‘Will 
you talk to our Parent-Teachers Association 
on children’s reading?” ‘The supplies have 
come, the books are here, when can you 
come to instruct us?’ ‘‘How can we start 
a public library?” ‘Are there any approved 
plans for a library building?’’ ‘‘How can 
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I become a librarian?’ “Why is our 
library not a success?’ ‘Will you help me 
conduct a round-table in my library?” ‘Will 
you make a survey of township conditions 
with me next week?” “Can you send us a 
speaker for a public meeting?’ ‘What 
educational talks do state officials give?” 
“How shall I mend my books?” “TI live 
in the country and have no near neighbors, 
how can I get books?”’ “I want a picture 
of the theatre in Shakespeare’s time.” “I 
am a teacher in an ungraded school, what 
books shall I buy?” “Have you a list of 
books in foreign languages?” ‘‘Please send 
me some Russian and Yiddish books.” “If 
we introduce a bill in the legislature amend- 
ing the library law, what will the Commission 
do?” ‘Please come in to see me the next 
time you are in this neighborhood. I have 
lots to show you.”” ‘Will you meet me in 
New York for tea? My position depends 
upon it.” 

These actual instances and questions from 
the daily correspondence could be extended 
many times and still not exhaust their 
infinite variety. All of them are answered. 

In the years of its growth the Commission 
has tried to establish itself as a central library 
agency for the state, sort of a clearance 
house for ideas and requests. Just as it 
tries never to refuse a request, so it asks the 
libraries of the state never to refuse one 
even though it mean referring the request 
immediately to the Commission when local 
resources are limited. Many librarians in 
this and other states are called upon to aid 
in the carrying out of this program of service, 
and the Commission has yet to find anything 
but the most courteous and cordial response. 

From the Commission office are sent out 
traveling libraries to those communities 
having no public libraries or inadequate 
library facilities. These go into grange 
halls, rural post-offices, stores in trading 
centers, Y. M. C. A.s in industrial centers, 
scattered homes and small communities, 
rural schools used as community centers, 
union churches in rural communities and 
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men’s clubs. These stations are visited 
as time permits and talks are given there 
on books and reading. Anyone needing 
a book for special reading or study can 
borrow it through the Commission if it is 
not to be gotten from local library sources. 
These books are sent through the local 
library or traveling library station when 
either is accessible, or directly by parcel 
post to the borrower. 

The Commission assists the New Jersey 
Library Association in arranging a series 
of round tables held throughout the state 
for the informal discussion of library matters, 
and each spring it conducts a five-weeks’ 
school for the teaching of elementary library 
science. While this school is open to any 
librarian in the state under definite appoint- 
ment in a New Jersey library, it is expected 
only those will come who cannot take a 
longer course at a regular library school. 
It is intended to do away with untrained 
service in New Jersey libraries and has done 
more perhaps than any other agency to 
raise the standard of library service in the 
smaller towns. Each year exhibits are 
shown at the school and a week of special 
lectures is given to which all librarians in 
the state are invited and to which former 
students of the school are expected to come 
in order to keep themselves in touch with 
new developments and methods. 

In November, 1914, the supervision of 
school libraries and the distribution of the 
state school library fund was transferred 
to the Commission through legislative 
action. This gives the Commission staff 
the opportunity to know more intimately 
the work of the teachers of the state and 
to improve the selection of books in school 
libraries. Much is hoped from this depart- 
ment, for it will not only improve present 
conditions but in working for the better 
organization of school libraries and their 
closer co-operation with public libraries it 
may reduce materially the large percentage 
of the population that do not avail them- 
selves of public library privileges.

Dummies for Plates 


The removal of a large number of the plates in 
Burlington Magazine to be mounted and put with the 
photograph collection is a practice which has proved 
very satisfactory in the art library at Mount Holyoke 
College. A thin sheet of paper is bound into the 
volume in the place of each plate so removed, and on 
this is typewritten the artist’s name, the title of the 
picture, and a note referring to the photograph collec- 
tion, which has a catalogue and classification of its 
own. Much wear of the volumes is saved and the 
plates are with other reproductions of the same 
artist’s work.

PART I 


PREFACE 


This bibliography has been prepared at the suggestion 
of the School of Journalism of the University of Wiscon- 
sin. The point of view kept in mind has been to gather 
material for the use of one who would write a history of 
American popular magazines. 

The popular magazine has been understood as that 
weekly or monthly publication which is commonly read 
and which is known for its general scope and inclusive- 
ness. No periodical of any special nature has been in- 
cluded, such as technical, educational, or religious. In 
the case of some which may seem to be devoted to one 
line of literature, as science in Popular Science Monthly, 
or arts and crafts in Craftsman, it will readily be recog- 
nized that those periodicals are making a decided effort 
to popularize their subjects and therefore deserve to 
be classed as popular magazines. 

Aside from this distinction, the inclusion has been deter- 
mined largely by the available material. While some 
magazines have been extensively written about in their 
own or contemporary publications, others have almost 
no recorded history. Thus while the Independent, 
Outlook, and Atlantic are fully discussed in the articles 
entered under their respective titles, Review of Reviews 
and the American Magazine are mentioned only in in- 
clusive articles. Some of the most interesting and 
valuable material will be found in articles written about 
a group of editors or of magazines which have not been 
analyzed for the individual headings because of the 
unavoidable length of the biblliography. Wherever 
possible the sketch of an editor has been put under the 
heading of the magazine with which he is associated. 

The most apparent thing about the bibliography as 
it now stands is its incompleteness. For this reason a 
word should be said to indicate the ground that may 
fairly be regarded as covered and that which has not 
been entered. It will be noticed immediately that most 
of the entries are periodical articles. The compiler 
believes that these references have been approximately 
covered through the aids used. The book and analytical 
entries, however, are not so well assembled. No books 
have been found exclusively on magazines; there are a few 
in which pages or chapters are devoted to editors and 
publishers. These have been discovered through trade 
catalogues, indexes, or incidental mention in other articles. 
No effort has been made to search out biographical ac- 
counts of all the editors and publishers in all possible 
places. Only those listed under the name of the maga- 
zine with which they are connected, or those mentioned 
in some other article so listed, have been verified and 
included. 

The obvious reference books such as encyclopedias, 
special cyclopedias, and biographical dictionaries, have 
been entirely neglected. So have government documents 
in which it is thought there may be found articles on the 
postal rate discussion, at least. 

In the search for bibliographies on the subject, innum- 
erable references have been found, but the so-called 
bibliography of periodicals proved in most cases to be 
a check-list of some large library or a union list of all the 
periodicals in the libraries in a given locality. None 
of these have been included, as they make no distinction 
between American and foreign periodicals, and give no 
annotations.
